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The Precious Blood — the Price of Our 
Redemption 





f NM KZ OU were not redeemed with corruptible things as 
x) Visi 74 gold or silver... but with the Precious Blood of 
fe bs i) Christ, as of a Lamb unspotted and undefiled” 
= (1 Peter i. 18-19). “Our Savior came,” says St. 
Augustine, “and paid the ransom; He shed His Blood and pur- 
chased the universe.” — The Precious Blood is the price of our 
Redemption because it reconciled us with God and opened for 
us the gates of heaven which had been closed by Adam’s sin. 
Behold the Mystery beyond all comprehension: The Eternal 
Father wished to redeem us through the Blood of His Son! 
That the Redemption might be accomplished in strict accord- 
ance with His justice, it was necessary that satisfaction should 
be rendered by a Divine Person in human form. This was 
the satisfaction rendered by our Divine Savior and it was 
rendered superabundantly; for could He not have redeemed 
us without the shedding of Blood? A single tear, a single 
prayer, a single supplicating glance to the throne of His Heav- 
enly Father — yes, a single act of His will, would have sufficed 
to redeem us and to win us favor. 
As every action of our Savior, for the simple reason that 
it was the action of a Divine Person, was of infinite value, so 





the most insignificant of His actions would have sufficed to expi- 
ate all the sins of the world and to acquire for us infinite merits. 
It was love, the unconquerable love of our Savior’s Heart, which 
urged Him to shed not only one drop of His Adorable Blood, 
but magnanimously to offer even the last drop, — Blood and 
life — all. Yes, He loved us and cleansed us from our sins 
in His own Blood. Oh, the inexpressible generosity of our 
Savior! So tenderly and so ardently did He love us that He 
retained nothing for Himself, but sacrificed all for us. Had 
He sacrificed His Blood only for the just, even this degree of 
love would have been incomprehensible; but what acts of ador- 
ing gratitude are not due to Him for having offered His Life- 
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blood for sinners, for His enemies and executioners! “How 
great,” exclaims St. Augustine, “is the madness of him who 
murders his physician! How great, on the contrary, is the 
power and goodness of the physician who, from his own blood, 
prepares a remedy for the insane murderer!” 
The Divine Pelican 
We are all familiar with 
the representation of our 
Lord under the form of a 
pelican nourishing its 
young with its own blood. 
Naturalists tell us that if 
this bird sees its little ones in danger of death in consequence 
of the deadly sting of a poisonous serpent, it opens their veins 
and drains out the poison, then inflicts a fatal wound upon itself 
and saves the young lives by infusing its own blood into their 
veins. This is truly exemplified in our Savior. He sheds His 
Blood that we may live. How touchingly St. Thomas Aquinas 
portrays this self-sacrificing love of the Divine Pelican in the 
hymn Adoro te when he prays: — 
O loving Pelican! O Jesu Lord, 

Unclean I am, but cleanse me in Thy Blood 

Of which a single drop for sinners spilt, 

Can purge the entire world from all its guilt. 





Should not this magnanimous love incite us to offer a 
fervent return of love? Yes, we will reciprocate the love of 
Jesus, for such love as His no one else bears toward us — no 
one else can bear for us. 

Verily, our Lord has reconciled us with His Father by 
His Precious Blood which was shed with a love truly Divine, 
and, moreover, has merited for us abundant graces to acquire 
sanctity and salvation. From this Blood the sacraments derive 
their efficacy. This Blood is for us the pledge of victory over 
Satan and of our right to heaven. The power of this Blood 
inflamed the apostles, strengthened the martyrs, enlightened the 
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confessors, enkindled the holy love of the virgins and sanctified 
all the saints. Holy Church, exulting over this remission of 
sin and superabundance of Divine grace obtained through the 
Blood of our Savior, sings joyfully during Easter time: — 
So Christ, the Spotless without guile, 
To God did sinners reconcile. 

For the same reason also the joyful /ntroit of the Mass on 
the Feast of the Precious Blood: “Thou hast redeemed us, O 
Lord, in Thy Blood, out of every tribe, and tongue, and people, 
and nation, and hast made us to our God a kingdom” (Apoc. 5). 
For this reason, finally, the touching supplication of the Te 
Deum, — “We pray Thee, therefore, help Thy servants whom 
Thou hast redeemed with Thy Precious Blood.” 

Since the Precious Blood of the Eternal Son of God has 
been for us the means of our Redemption and justification, it is 
for us truly “precious” and deserving of our highest veneration. 
With St. Catherine of Siena let us pray: — 


Precious Blood, ocean of Divine mercy, flow upon us!

Visitation of the Blessed Virgin Mary - 
July 2d 


<q] N this day Holy Church commemorates the visit of 
our Blessed Lady to her cousin Elizabeth and the 
wonderful happenings during that time, namely: 
The manifestation vouchsafed to St. Elizabeth con- 
cerning the dignity of the Mother of God; the sanctification of 
St. John, the holy Precursor of our Lord, in the womb of his 
mother; and the sublime hymn of praise, the Magnificat, which, 
framed in the heart of the purest of Virgins, was uttered for the 
first time on this joyful meeting with her holy cousin. 

The words of today’s Gospel contain three profound mys- 
teries which constitute the foundation of the exaltation of the 
Blessed Virgin and of the invocation of her intercession by the 


Catholic Church: — 
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(1) St. Elizabeth, the spouse of St. Zachary, recognizes the 
great dignity of the Mother of God, and with a loud voice pro- 
claims it for the first time to the world. 

(2) St. John receives, as Bernardine of Bustis says, 
through the salutation of the Blessed Virgin Mary and the Son 
of God become Man in her, the grace of the Divine Spirit by 
which he is at that moment sanctified. From the moment of the 
Incarnation, the Blessed Virgin was the treasurer of all the 
graces of God; but her first public exercise of that exalted office 
we find at the meeting with her cousin Elizabeth. Through 
Mary, Jesus brought sanctification to John; through Mary, Jesus 
still imparts to us the treasures of His grace and mercy. Be- 
cause of this dispensation, the faithful obtain the right to im- 
plore her intercession. 

(3) The Blessed Virgin Mary intones her hymn of praise 
and the Holy Ghost, speaking by her lips, proclaims that all 
generations shall praise, bless and extol her. Thus the faithful 
receive the right and the obligation to venerate, praise and bless 
the Mother of their Redeemer. 

At the salutation of the Mother of God, St. Elizabeth is 
filled with the Holy Spirit. In His light, without any other 
manifestation, she recognizes that Mary bears the Son of God 
beneath her Heart, and, enraptured, she cries out: “Blessed art 
thou among women and blessed is the fruit of thy womb. And 
whence is this to me, that the Mother of my Lord should come 
to me?” (Luke i. 42-43). With these words, “Mother of my 
Lord,” “Mother of God,” St. Elizabeth — or rather, the Holy 
Ghost — assigns to the Blessed Virgin the most exalted position; 
and all praise, honor and glory which we render to the Mother 
of God has its foundation and its complete justification herein. 


The Channel of Grace 


At the moment Elizabeth heard the salutation of Mary, the 
infant in her womb leaped for joy. That St. John was at that 
moment freed from orignal sin by Jesus, through the voice of 
His glorious Mother, that he was sanctified, made a child of God 
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and an heir of heaven, is the unanimous opinion of all the 
fathers of the Church and later theologians. A pious theologian 
cries out: “But who was the medium of this first act of grace, 
this first favor and fruit of Redemption! This medium was no 
other than the voice, the word of Mary. For as soon as her 
salutation had resounded in the ears of St. Elizabeth, the act of 
mercy of her Divine Son was accomplished, and St. John was 
freed from original sin. The word of the Mother of God was, as 
it were, the sentence of liberation. The deliverance came from 
the Lord, and from the Lord alone, but it was brought about 
through His Blessed Mother; yes, Mary brought freedom, grace 
and love to John, held captive in the bonds of sin.” 

St. Alphonsus Liguori assures us that these first fruits of 
Redemption reached man through the Blessed Virgin Mary. 
The Holy Mother of God was the channel through which John 
the Baptist was endowed with sanctifying grace. The Blessed 
Virgin Mary was the channel through which St. Elizabeth, the 
mother of the Precursor, received the Holy Ghost. Mary was 
the channel through which Zachary received the gift of pro- 
phecy. These privileged persons were, so far as we know, the 
first to spread the word of God after Christ’s Incarnation. We 
may justly believe that God, from that time forward, made 
Mary the universal channel, as St. Bernard calls her, through 
which all other graces should come to us. 

If the Blessed Virgin is the treasurer of Jesus Christ, as St. 
Albert the Great affirms; if she is, as St. Bernardine says, the 
dispensatrix of graces, then we have the right to invoke her. 
Hence, if we wish to receive graces, we must, according to St. 
Alphonsus, turn to this treasurer, this dispensatrix of graces, for 
it is the will of Him from whom all good things come that all 
graces should be distributed through the hands of His ever- 
Blessed Virgin Mother. — St. Thomas Aquinas asserts: “Through 
Mary, many saints are in paradise who would not be there had 
she not interceded for them, for God has entrusted her with the 
keys of the treasures of the heavenly kingdom.”

This feast is dear to the heart 
of every adorer of the Eucharist, for it is the principal feast 
of Holy Church in honor of the Most Blessed Sacrament. 





The First Mass 


At 7:20 A. M. Thursday, June 7th, His Eminence Cardinal 
Mundelein, arrived at the new Convent. He was met at the 
entrance by thirty-three Sisters, the greater number of whom 
came but the day previous from the motherhouse at Clyde, 
Missouri. His Eminence has been exceedingly gracious to the 
Benedictine Sisters ever since the inception of plans for a new 
foundation near the Seminary of St. Mary of the Lake. This 
morning, as he passed along the line of kneeling nuns, bestowing 
his Benediction and giving to each his ring to kiss, his face was 
radiant with joy, with an expression which might have been 
interpreted: “‘At last, my adorers have come!” 

At 7:30 A. M. His Eminence vested. For this occasion he 
wore, for the first time, a precious antique vestment of white 
and gold which he had procured during his recent journey 
abroad. This vestment of white and gold brocade had once 
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belonged to Pope St. Pius V, hence dating back to the 16th 
Century. 

The joyous sentiments of the Jntroibo re-echoed in the souls 
of the Sisters present in the little chapel. Gladness filled their 
hearts when they beheld a prince of the Church ascend to that 
holy altar, which they considered heaven’s answer to their 
prayers — heaven’s reward for their sacrifices and labors un- 
dertaken for its erection. You, too, dear readers, have a share 
in that joy, for you, too, have brought sacrifices in order to 
make this new sanctuary of unceasing praise a beautiful reality. 
Each heart thrilled with inexpressible happiness as the Lord of 
heaven was for the first time called down upon that altar by 
the lips of the esteemed celebrant. Then His Eminence dis- 
tributed Holy Communion to the thirty-three religious. 


Dedication of the Convent 


About forty members of the clergy had arrived at the 
Convent by 10:30 A.M. With the students as cross-bearers 
and acolytes, His Eminence, accompanied by the clergy, went 
processionally through the Convent, blessing each single room 
of the new abode of prayer. Following the dedication cere- 
mony, the clergy filed outside from the east door of the Con- 
vent to the Chapel. As they approached the entrance, the 
seminary student-choir, directed by Prof. Otto Singenberger, 
burst forth with the Ecce Sacerdos with all the enthusiasm of 
youthful singers and well-trained choristers. 


Pontifical High Mass 


Pontifical High Mass followed, the celebrant being Rt. Rev. 
Edward F. Hoban, Bishop of Rockford, Illinois. Bishop Hoban 
has been a warm friend of the Benedictine Sisters of Clyde, 
Missouri, and the community appreciated the honor of his 
pontificating on the opening day. During the Solemn High 
Mass, His Eminence was at the throne in the sanctuary, attended 
by Msgr. F. A. Purcell as archpriest, and Msgr. H. Wolf and 
Msgr. G. Kealy as assistants. Mr. T. J. Forschner, a benefactor 
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of the new Convent, also attended His Eminence, attired in his 
uniform of a Knight of St. Sylvester. 

The music for the High Mass and singing were rendered 
by the Benedictine Sisters. For thirty years the Sisters have 
sung plain chant for the Divine service at the motherhouse in 
Clyde. 

Address of Welcome 


At the conclusion of the Pontifical High Mass, His 
Eminence delivered a cordial address of welcome, a portion of 
which we subjoin: — 

My dear Sisters it is a duty of great joy and satisfaction 
for me today to welcome into the diocese another great religious 
family: the daughters of St. Scholastica, those who have devoted 
their life in a particular manner to the adoration of our Lord 
in the Most Blessed Sacrament. We have realized today the 
cherished ambition of ours. It was to establish here another 
Bethania, the home of Lazarus, the intimate friend of Jesus, 
of whom the apostles spoke, saying: “See how He loved him!” 
Here the two sisters of Lazarus shall dwell; the one, the 
daughters of St. Francis, ministering to the wants of Christ and 
His friends; and the other, Mary who spends her time here in 
listening at the feet of the Lord, and learning the great lesson 
of Divine charity. 

We have realized today, too, the dream of a saintly son* of 
St. Benedict, a priest who on this very spot first saw the vision of 
placing a sanctuary of prayer at the doorway of the seminary, 
and praying for the great priesthood of a great diocese. Like 
another Moses, he was enabled to see the Promised Land, but not 
to enter therein. 

How happy this little community should be! First of all, 
they are chosen by God and set apart by Him to minister to Him 
in a particular way; chosen for the great, the perfect life; taken 
out of the world with its temptations and placed here within the 
sanctuary walls. More than that. This little community has

— Four Sisters 
kneel in adoration. They are replaced by others each hour. Several 
times during the day the entire little community assembles in choir to 
recite or sing the Hours of the Divine Office. Never will we know this 
side of eternity the graces wrung from the Heart of God by His spouses 
of adoring love. 
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been ennobled in the service of God. They have been made by 
Him “Ladies of the Blessed Sacrament,” constantly surrounding 
His throne, always there in His royal court... What a wonder- 
ful vocation that is! 

The Church has always seemed to me like a vast ship 
riding upon the ocean. In calm seas and in storms, in favorable 
winds and in contrary currents, on smooth seas and on great 
waves, she rides triumphantly, confidently. On the bridge there 
is the man clothed with gold lace and braid, bearing the insignia 
of his office, the captain, and upon his word depends all. 
Scattered about the ship are the various officers tending to the 
needs of the passengers, and from whom the passengers draw 
courage. But down in the stoke hole are the ones who supply 
the force that drives that ship. Them the passengers do not see, 
but were they to cease their labors, the great ship would be at 
the mercy of the waves and of the storm. A diocese like ours is 
very much like the Church of God as a whole. The Archbishop 
stands on the bridge and directs. The priests, as officials, minis- 
ter to the needs of the people. Down in the stoke hole, that is, 
hidden from the view of the world, are our contemplative com- 
munities, Sisters praying day and night supplying motive power. 
Should they cease, our journey might not be so successful nor so 
tranquil. 

Today these Sisters come here at the gateway of the Semi- 
nary. We welcome them to the place which bears our name, 
where the heart of the bishop must ever be, and where his re- 
mains will finally rest. We welcome them, and on this day, the 
Feast of Corpus Christi, surrounded by priests and friends, we 
inaugurate the perpetual exposition of the Most Blessed Sacra- 
ment, which we hope shall continue forever; from this morning, 
day and night, never to cease. 

We are bringing them, too, the special blessing of the Holy 
Father. The privilege of perpetual exposition is a special gift © 
from the Holy Father. The Sisters who are here will remember, 
sometime ago when a request was made for perpetual exposition 
of the Most Blessed Sacrament at the motherhouse at Clyde, 
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some difficulty was made, but the Holy Father this time, when 
the purpose for which the Sisters were brought here, was ex- 
plained to him, without hesitation granted the petition, and yes- 
terday I received the concession by cable, part of which I shall 
read. 

Today we begin a great work of prayer. We do so with the 
hope and prayer that God’s blessing may ever rest upon this 
place; that heaven may ever bless and prosper this new home of 
the Benedictine Sisters; in the hope that, just as for fifty years 
perpetual adoration has never ceased at the motherhouse at 
Clyde, so generation after generation may constantly in this 
sanctuary continue the solemn worship of the Holy Eucharist; 
finally, with the hope and prayer that many saints may come 
forth from this little community, by their prayers and special, 
ardent devotion to the Most Blessed Sacrament; that this may 
have the effect of producing many saints among those who come 
forth from the Seminary gates, and that their place may be filled 
generation after generation, helping to build this seminary of 
Chicago into a wonderful garden of God. 


Holy Father’s Blessing 


During his recent visit to Rome, His Eminence Cafdinal 
Mundelein had obtained for the Benedictine Sisters the special 
Benediction of the Holy Father for the day of the opening of 
their new Convent. Rev. D. Picard read the papal brief, first in 
Latin, then in English, and Cardinal Mundelein imparted the 
Papal Blessing. 


Procession 


At the conclusion of Mass, a procession was formed of the 
student choir in cassock and surplice, the Benedictine Sisters 
with lighted candles, visiting Sisters, and the clergy. His 
Eminence, bearing the Most Blessed Sacrament,. followed, and

By this triumphal 
procession our Blessed Lord deigned to bless even the outdoor 
surroundings of His new sanctuary. 


A Special Privilege 


Having given Benediction, His Eminence brought to a 
culmination the impressive services by exposing the Most 
Blessed Sacrament in the monstrance on the temporary, though 
attractively decorated altar, with its velvet hangings. O happy 
hour, when the King of Love deigned to take His place upon 
that new Eucharistic throne! By a special indult from Rome, 
the Benedictine Sisters of Perpetual Adoration are permitted 
nocturnal exposition of the Most Blessed Sacrament at their 
motherhouse in Clyde, Missouri. This same favor was peti- 
tioned by His Eminence Cardinal Mundelein for the new branch 
house, and on the day preceding Corpus Christi, a cable was 
received by His Eminence from the Holy Father conceding the 
desired privilege. Immediately after the services, the adora- 
tion began which is henceforth to continue uninterruptedly, the 
Sisters taking turns night and day in praying before the Most 
Blessed Sacrament exposed, as they have done for over fifty 
years and continue to do in the motherhouse at Clyde, Missouri. 
Not only perpetual adoration, but perpetual exposition! 


The Vacant Chair 


Luncheon was served to the clergy immediately after ser- 
vices, His Eminence Cardinal Mundelein being the honored 
guest. Many friends of the Sisters, and benefactors, assisted 
at the services, and were given luncheon after the clergy. 

A note of sadness was struck on the joyous occasion by a 
vacant chair in the dining hall, draped in purple, and the photo 
of the deceased Rev. Father Lukas Etlin, O.S.B., placed thereat. 
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It was this saintly priest who, in union with Cardinal Mundelein, 
foresaw the fruit which would inevitably result from a Convent 
of Perpetual Adoration being erected near the Seminary of St. 
Mary of the Lake. He had designed the building as well as 
drawn the plans for the future permanent Adoration Chapel, 
but the joy of seeing the full realization of his long-cherished 
desire was not granted him in this world. Though he was called 
to his reward when the building had reached little more than 
its foundation stage, his grateful memory was ever present to 
those who realized and appreciated his work. It was a well- 
deserved tribute which His Eminence paid to this saintly priest 
in his public address of welcome to the Sisters. Rev. Father 
Lukas had been the chaplain of the Benedictine Sisters at the 
motherhouse, Clyde, Missouri, for thirty-five years, up to the 
time of his lamented death, December 16, 1927. He had im- 
planted in their hearts a love for the Eucharistic service by 
his own singular devotion to the Most Blessed Sacrament. 


Blessings for the Entire Church 


He who has said by the mouth of His prophet: “My de- 
lights are to be with the children of men,” often has reason to re- 
proach them with the words: “Didst thou but know the gift of 
God!”

Benedict Dispels the Tempter 


W] N one of the monasteries founded by St. Benedict 
there was a certain monk who could not remain 
quiet at his prayers. As soon as he saw his brethren 
kneel and dispose themselves for their mental 
prayer he would get up and wander about, thinking only 
of worldly things. The abbot had often rebuked him for 
his fault and exhorted him to amend, but in vain. St. Benedict 
came himself to correct the offender. When the monks began 
their meditation, the saint saw a little black boy pulling the 
monk by the end of his sleeve. Upon this St. Benedict said to 
the abbot and to Maurus: “Do you not see who it is that is 
drawing the monk out?” They answered that they saw nothing. 
Then he replied: “Let us pray that you may see what kind of 
leader this monk has.” They prayed for two days, after which 
Maurus saw the little black boy. The following day, when the 
office and prayers were finished, Benedict left the oratory, and 
finding the monk, gave him the correction which is best for 
stubborn minds; that is, he chastised him with a rod. From that 
day forward the monk suffered no further molestation from the 
devil, and was able to remain quietly at his prayers with the 
rest. This instance from the life of St. Benedict teaches us that 
it is not always necessity which urges people to leave the church 
before the Holy Mass or the customary prayers are ended, but 
the evil spirit who often uses this means to deprive souls of the 
fruit of prayer. 





Benedict Draws Water from a Rock

They therefore told the saint of their 
laborious task. That same night while the monks slept, Bene- 
dict, calling Placid, went up the mountain side. On arriving 
there they both knelt in prayer. The next day a stream of clear 
water burst forth in great abundance. The joy and delight of 
the monks at this fresh manifestation of Divine power were 
unbounded; and the miracle served to increase the love and 
veneration they had for their holy Father, by whose prayers 
and merits it had been wrought. 


Maurus Rescues Placid from Drowning 


The miracle by which Maurus saved Placid from drowning 
shows the loving and continual care which Benedict had for 
his children. It is likewise a striking example of how God re- 
wards prompt and childlike obedience. One day, when St. 
Benedict was in his cell, reading, Placid, then about eight years 
of age, went to the lake to fetch water. Stooping down to fill 
his pitcher, he lost his balance and fell in. Placid had been 
-offered by his father only a short time before, yet, in spite of 
his being the son of a Roman noble, we see him at once em- 
ployed in menial labor in imitation of his Lord. St. Benedict 
knew what had taken place at the lake. Hastily calling St. 
Maurus, he told him the child was drowning, and bade him run 
and save him. Maurus, having asked and received a blessing, 
ran with all possible speed to execute the command of his father, 
having no other thought than to obey. His obedience, triumph- 
ing over the laws of nature, caused him to walk upon the water 
as though it had been solid earth. Having reached the sinking 
boy, Maurus seized him by his hair, and drew him to the bank. 
Only when both were safe on land did he realize what he had 
done, and felt astonished and frightened. Hurrying back, the 
two boys related to their holy father what had occurred. 
Benedict attributed it to the prompt obedience of his disciple. 
Maurus answered that. he had merely acted as he was told. 
Little Placid then said: “When I was drawn out of the water, 
I saw the melotus (large cloak) of our father, and it seemed

to me that he drew me out.” Doubtless God permitted the child 
to see the mantle of his beloved abbot that he might thereby 
recognize to whose merits he owed his preservation.

The Ciborium in the Hands of a Child 





| HE following incident took place during the War 
of 1870. German troops had won their first vic- 
tories and were pressing onward into Lorraine. 
The population of Alsace-Lorraine, farther inland, 
trembled with fear and expectation. All kinds of infamous 
rumors were readily believed by the alarmed populace who 
were stirred up and misled by the press. 

In a small, remote Lorraine village, far removed from 
the military road, the inhabitants, full of anxious fears, scarce- 
ly ventured to go to their work or places of business. Valuable

articles arid gold were hidden or buried. Many fled, but not 
all were able to do this and hence, were in constant fear from 
an attack of the enemy. 

Thus the anxious days were spent. On a certain after- 
noon, a man from a farm nearby came rushing into the town 
shouting: “They are coming! On yonder hill I could see 
them riding in our direction. Within an hour they will be 
here!

They will steal our Lord and dis- 
honor Him!” 

They looked at each other in consternation and hastened 
to the church. “Lord of heaven! The pastor is not at home! 
An hour ago he was called to the peasant on the mountainside, 
who is dying. It may be evening before he returns, and then 
it will be too late.” 

For a moment they stood perplexed. How would they 
dare to take the Blessed Sacrament from the Tabernacle! Only 
a priest with consecrated hands could do so. “Lord help us!” 
they prayed, and fell upon their knees. 


“Time Urges” 

A man with pale countenance, holding a little boy by the 
hand, made his way to the altar. “Friends,” he said with 
trembling voice, “time urges. We dare not expose our Lord 
to the danger of being insulted and blasphemed by the enemy. 
There is no priest at hand, and none of us grown people could 
venture to touch the Most Pure One with our unclean, sin- 
stained hands.

The sacristan ran, and soon the Tabernacle doors were 
open. The pale-looking man ascended the altar steps, knelt 
down and took his little son into his arms. With eyes wide

“See, Gerard,” said the father, “this little golden house 
you must take out carefully and hold tightly. — Child, the 
dear Savior is in it.” 

“The dear Jesus?” whispered the little one. 

“Yes, the dear Jesus, who lay in the crib at Christmas; — 
you remember, don’t you? Here He is still smaller and dearer. 
You can’t see Him, but He is there... Wicked men want to 
harm Him. Take Him, child.” 

He lifted the child upon the altar, and little Gerard care- 
fully took the ciborium into both his hands, then clasped it 
closely to his heart. All the people threw themselves upon 
their knees as the father descended the altarsteps, and with 
his hands steadied the weak hands of the child who looked so 
reverently and blissfully at the “dear Jesus” whom he pressed 
to his heart. Hastily he went with his sacred burden to the 
woods, where there was a little chapel, followed by the sacris- 
tan with a burning lantern. All the others returned silently 
to their homes. 

Suddenly there was a sound of clattering hoofs. A troop 
of lancers on horseback rode into the town. Soon the whole 
company of soldiers followed. An officer read aloud in the 
marketplace a proclamation, warning the inhabitants against 
hostilities. If they would be quiet, neither their person nor 
their property should be touched. The people, who had 
tremblingly left their houses at the sound of the drum, with- 
drew, much relieved. 


“‘We Need His Blessing”’ 

The day was drawing to a close. A troop of soldiers went 
to the church, but they halted in utter amazement: wide open 
were the doors, wide open was the Tabernacle! The bare altar 
without their God made a deep impression on them. The brave 
soldiers were seized with a motion of ill-will, but likewise of 
sadness. Was it then necessary to hide their Savior from them? 

Instantly, two of them went to call the priest. They de- 
manded that he should bring back the Blessed Sacrament with- 
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out delay. “We want to have our Lord with us,” they said. 

Tremblingly, the aged pastor inquired: “Are you, then, 
Catholics?” 

“Certainly, we are Catholics the same as you. We want 
to pray here before our God; we have need of His blessing. 
And tomorrow early, we wish to assist at Holy Mass, and many 
of us wish to receive Holy Communion.” 

The aged priest was speechless. How honest and upright 
the soldiers looked! And tomorrow, many of them wanted to 
communicate! 

He hastened to fulfil their request. Accompanied by two 
soldiers, he went to St. Anthony’s chapel in the woods to bring 
back the Blessed Sacrament. He was deeply affected when he 
saw the soldiers, after making a reverent genuflection, take the 
two candles from the altar of the little chapel, light them, and 
then take their places to his right and left. Of course, the 
wind soon extinguished the little flames, but they walked on, 
candles in hand, to the amazement of all the inhabitants. 

On the following morning, after the priest had adminis- 
tered Holy Communion to a great number of soldiers, he gave 
an address after Holy Mass, in which he admonished his pa- 
rishioners to be calm, and alluded to the piety of the soldiers 
who, even in the enemy’s country, made use of every oppor- 
tunity to receive into their heart the Lord of life and death, 
the Leader to victories. “These, then, are our enemies, whom 
we thought barbarians. Follow their example. Be more zeal- 
ous in assisting at Holy Mass and approaching the Holy Table; 
then, in whichever way the war may end, God’s blessing will 
be with us.” 

For years after, these good soldiers were spoken of in 
that town. The aged pastor often semmastiant “The soldiers of 
1870 were more God-fearing than you are.’

Were I to enumerate 
all the gifts received from God: His having called me into ex- 
istence, made me a child of heaven in baptism, given Himself 
to me by frequent Holy Communion, etc., I would never come 
to an end. I am floating in a sea of graces and benefits from 
God. I must acknowledge that the Lord has made me glorious 
in His kingdom. Not to acknowledge God’s benefits is a false 
humility; it is ingratitude to sigh continually about one’s spirit- 
ual poverty. St. Paul did not act thus. He gloried in the 
many graces God had bestowed upon him. Likewise did the 
great and the little St. Teresa of the Child Jesus enumerate all 
the graces with which the Lord had blessed them. This is not 
pride but gratitude towards God. 
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Of ourselves we have nothing, are nothing and can do 
nothing, it is true, but with God and His graces we are rich and 
can do all things in Him who strengthens us. Therefore with 
full right we can rejoice and sing: “Am I not the beloved child 
of the Heavenly Father?” 

I do not think that it can possibly be pleasing to God when 
so few think themselves His rich and happy children. The 
fault of this is a false humility which is nourished by a mis- 
understood asceticism. 

_ Let us rejoice on account of the gifts and graces God has 
bestowed upon us and let us thank Him especially that we are 
His happy children. 


The Remembrance of the Heart 


When a deafmute was asked what gratitude is, he wrote 
on his slate: “Gratitude is the remembrance of the heart.” 

A good humble heart can never forget benefits; it rejoices 
to think of the one who bestowed them. The proud, selfish 
heart is ungrateful. It forgets benefits quickly or thinks per- 
haps that it is its due from God and its fellow-men. Ingratitude 
is rightly called “black.” As black goods draws the rays of the 
sun to itself, so does the ungrateful heart draw the gifts of God 
into itself, selfishly enjoy them, and fail to radiate them on 
others. 

We are usually more grateful to each other than we are to 
God. We thank our fellow creatures for the slightest services. 
God daily lavishes upon us many and great benefits but we sel- 
dom think of thanking Him from our heart. To God, primarily, 
is due our thanks for the benefits bestowed on us by our fellow 
creatures. All good things come from Him. Creatures are 
only the channels through which He bestows His gifts. When 
receiving gifts we should always think more of the love of the 
giver than of the value of the gift. We should also thank God 
for all that is hard and bitter. Crosses which He may send us, 
directly or through others, are no less benefits than what is 
pleasing to our nature. Therefore gratitude, always gratitude.
